About Oiling the Streets. 

The question of oiling the streets in Paris is now being dis- 
cussed by many of our property owners, and from investigation 
'we find that our citizens are almost universally in favor of a 
fair trial of this method to lay the dust. In some parts of the 
city the dust at times is almost intolerable, and this question 
should be taken up at once by the Council. In cities where oil 
has been used, it has been pronounced a success. Some have 
argued that it would be a disdvantage by injuring floors and 
carpets by having the oil tracked into the houses, which out- 
weighs the advantage of having the dust laid. In answer to 
this we quote from a recent editorial in the Lexington Herald 
on this subject : 

“There is no question in our mind that if the oiling of the 
streets be properly done it is of the very greatest advantage, 
and there is practically no danger of the oil being tracked into 
or ruining the carpets and rugs in any of the houses. Even as 
the oiling was done here last year, which was largely an experi- 
ment, and when the company doing it had not had any ex- 
perience in having it done in the best way, there were compara- 
tively few complaints, and there was universal rejoicing in the 
benefits derived. ” 

Paris is now making improvements on the streets that our 
citizens are glad to see and why not keep up with the procession 
and try this oiling experiment. Within five years every town 
'in the Blue Grass of over two thousand inhabitants will be oil- 
ing their stieets and why not Paris be one of the first to have 
this great relief from the abominable dust. If this experiment 
is made properly, we do not believe that any citizen will ever be 
willing to have the streets go back to their present dusty con- 
dition. 

Not only is the pleasure of driving and walking increased, 
but a number of Lexington physicians last year bore testimony 
to the decrease in the catarrhal affections resulting in inflamed 
eyes and throats, which decrease is ascribed to the oiling of the 
pikes and streets in Fayette county.

Trying to Import Breathitt Methods. 

The developments so far in the Hargis trial at Lexington 
show very plainly that the defense is endeavoring to import in- 
to Fayette some of the Hargis-Callahan methods that have made 
the courts of Breathitt notorious. But we are thinking, that 
when the matchless prosecutors, Allen, Bronston and Byrd, get 
throogh with these gentlemen the effect for good will even reach 
within the borders of bloody Breathitt. The cheek and audacity 
of these Hargises is astounding and it remains to be seen 
whether their great political pull, heretofore accredited to them, 
will bring them out of this trial free men and conquering heroes. 
The circumstances of the discharge of one of the jurors and the 
intimation that the deputy sheriffs were in sympathy with the 
accused reflects on the good old county of Fayette, and it is 
hoped that these men cannot come to the very center of the 
Blue Grass oountry and run courts as they did in Breathitt. 
Their influence must indeed he powerful if such turns out to be 
the case.

^ — S. C. Carpenter, of Millersburg, 
will ship fifty head of saddle, carriage 
and road horses to Atlanta, Ga., 
April 25 to be sold at public auction 
May 4. Mr. Carpenter considers this 
the best shipment he ever made 
South. It includes several road horses 
that can go better than 2:30. He 
was offered $900 for two of the horses 
ten days ago. Mr. Carpenter recent- 
ly sold five fancy saddle and harness 
horses to Eastern parties for $3,200. 

— From notices in numerous ex- 
changes we note that growers all 
over the Burley tobacco belt are pre- 
paring to put out a largely increased 
acreage this season, in some counties 
the increase being reported as fully 
one-half more than last year. This is 
to be deplored, for as certain as fate, 
if the season is favorable and the crop 
prove a large one, it will mean five 
and six cent tobacco for the coming 
cro]3. Tile News feels assured that if 
growers will put in less acreage and 
pay special attention to producing a 
fine crop, that the financial result will 
be far greater. 

— Besides throwing out of employ- 
ment about 5,000 persons in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, the new duty 
imposed by the British Parliament on 
stripped tobacco will have the effect 
of reducing the efficiency of several 
other branches of the tobacco trade, 
particularly the manufacture of fer- 
tilizer made from the stems and the 
manufacture of extract made from 
the same. The extent to which the 
industry has been affected can be 
approximated when it is considered 
that between 50,000,000 and 70,000,000 
pounds of tobacco were shipped an- 
nually to England. This will now be 
stripped in England, and it is said a 
company has been organized there to 
take over the stems and utalize them 
as they were utalized here.

Many Horses at Lexington. 

Racing is "going to be revived on a 
splendid scale at Lexington this 
spring. The famous old Kentucky 
Association course, the oldest and 
most famous of all the tracks in 
America, was purchased a year ago 
by Capt. S. S. Brown, the Pittsburg 
Coal King, who has spent $200,000 to 
put it in first-class shape. The historic 
stakes which horsemen used to con- 
sider it such an honor to win, have 
been revived and have filled splendid- 
ly. Already applications have been 
received for more horses than can be 
accommodated with the stable room 
at the track, which means that the 
purse races will have splendid fields. 
The people of Central Kentucky will 
turn out en mass to witness the racing 
at Lexington. The meeting is May 
3rd to 9th. Reduced rates will be 
given by all the railroads.

At Wichita, Kansas, Carrie Nation 
was fined $250 and sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment for destroying 
property. 

Howard Martin, of Bowling Green, 
Ky., who organized a new bank at 
Bunkie, La., was probably fatally 
stabbed by Dr. W. D. Haas, president 
of a rival bank there. 

Justice Gaynor, of Brooklyn, Sat- 
urday issued an order requiring Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and Assistant 
District Attorney Rand to surrender 
to J. Morgan Smith and wife the let- 
ters and documents belonging to them, 
which are now in those officials’ 
hands. 

Warrants of arrest have been issued 
against T. D. Unddrwood, County 
Attorney of Barren county, and R. E. 
Combs, City Attorney of Glasgow, 
Ky., charging them with selling 
whisky to negro dealers in a local 
option county and sharing the profits 
for protection. 

In a walking contest at Cleveland, 
O., elven old women, seventy-five or 
over in years, walked a distance of 
four and a quarter miles in one hour 
and three quarters, the actual time 
after taking one-half an hour out for 
luncheon. The winner was Mrs. 
Josephine Van Hoven, aged 78. Mrs. 
Maria Miller, aged 80, was second, 
and Mrs. Caroline Haas, 76 third. 

President Roosevelt Saturday left 
his special train at New Castle, Col., 
and with the rest of his party and 
about ten other men started horse- 
back for the hunting camp twenty- 
three miles from that place. The 
President told friends that he was not 
looking for hand-to-hand fights with 
grizzlies. The special train was re- 
moved to Glenwood Springs, where 
Secretary Loeb will be in charge of 
the temporary executive offices. 

Admiral Rojestvensky’s last tele- 
gram before leaving Nossi Be was 
singularly laconic and eloquent. He 
wired : 

“I will not telegraph again before 
the battle. If I am beaten you will 
learn it through Togo, If I defeat him 
I will announce it to you.” 

The telegram was accepted as mean- 
ing that the Russian seeks victory or 
death. 

Declined Invitation. 

J. W. Sho waiter, of Georgetown, 
has declined an invitation from the 
Manhattan Club, of New York, to 
participate in a cable chess match be- 
tween Great Britan and the United 
States during the present month. He 
is considering an offer to take part in 
an international match at Ostend, 
Belgium, in May. Showalter has 
twice held the American chess cham- 
pionship.

Assesses Railroads. 

The Kentucky state board of valua- 
tion and assessment fixed the total 
valuation of the L. & N. Railroad Co. 
in the State at $32,267,405. From this 
was deducted the value of the tangi- 
ble property of the company, valued 
at $23,073,755, to arrive at the value 
of the franchise, which is found to be 
$9,193,650. 

This is an increase of $500,000 in 
valuation of franchise over last year. 
The board fixed the total valuation of 
the Illinois Central Railroad Co. at 
$15,975,180, the franchise valuation at 
$4,429,120. 

It fixed the total valuation of the 
Southern Railway Co. in Kentucky at 
$2,586,650, and its franchise valuation 
at $1,045,980.

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Carlisle Goes Dry. 

Our neighboring city of Carlisle, by 
the decisive majority of 103 out of a 
total of 385 votes cast, refuses to grant 
license for the sale of spiritous, vinous 
and malt liquors. For fifteen years 
prior to the first of January, saloons 
were granted license and the city de- 
rived §3,000 per annum from that 
source, almost one third of her total 
income. Unquestionably this loss in 
the city revenue will have to be met 
by an increased rate of taxation, or 
by placing a license on trades and 
professions. 

We presume the citizens of Carlisle 
know best how to manage their own 
affairs, and will be equal to the emer- 
gency of straightening out their finan- 
ci il difficulties. But, does prohibition 
prohibit? Is not the legalized, law- 
ful and licensed saloon preferable to 
the “blind tiger?”
